Germany is parcelK* 
c d out into inlignificant monarchies, created 
by the fiat of tbe mighty Gorfican, and each 
placed onder the tare of one of his brood of 
kings, and at tbe prefent moment, if indeed 
her doom is not alreabjr pad, the Imperial 
Houfe of AuiVia is druggling not only for 
empire, but for life. 
In Pruflla, the beir

W h at 
the canker-worms of HuOiat Praffia, and 
AuHria had left of Puland, this palmer worm 
of France baa devoured.

Bragarz4 has been transferred to a diili^nt 
ri*gion, to f*ve its retina nt of honour and 
independence : and the Spinifh tíourbons 
are prifcners in Francf, and thcir kiogdoai 
the fcene of bloodihed, and niifery. 
JEvcn 
the mighty Ciar, the grandfonof the haughty 
and maguificrnt Cathaiin.e, has dwindled to 
amere automaton,in the bands of this mighty 
loagician. 


The ^means by which thefe adonifbing 
events bave been produced, are of the mod 
formidable kind — 
and arms : and 
the latter, terrible as th?y are, are much lefs 
to be dreaded than the former.
